Ths rooai in which 
h* WM foonrt joined hb office roomt, and 
was only occupied by U*a*n*r»l.fluriBg 
hi* wifeVabeeno* from the city. Gten. 
Belknap wa* la*t awn alive ; Saturday 
night about midnight when he wat on his 
way to hi* room*, apparently in excellent 
hwUth. Mrs. Belknap, who la in New 
York city, wa* notified of her husband's 
andden death. 
The coroner's inquest 


abowed that the genernl suffered from 
fatty degeneration of th • heart and that 
the immediate cttuse of hii death waa in- 
fliiuatloa of the heart. 


A Sketch >f Bi> Life. 


Gen William Worth Heikimp was born 


tn Newburg. N. Y., in Sept. 1829 He 
graduated at Princeton college in 1843 and 
1851 be removed to K< okuk, Iowa, where 
be practiced law. Gen. Belknap served 
through the war, beginning his service as 
major of an Iowa regiment and at tbe 
olOM waa breveted general.

FRIGHTFUL HOLOCAUST IN LONDON. 


Br the Bnrnlne of n Four Story Build- 


ing Six Persons Ixu» Their Lives, Five 
of them Being Women—LOM In Transit 
of a Tribute to the Lata Emperor 
Frederick Sent from the United States 
—Rioting in China. 
LONDON, Oct. 13.—fire Monday after- 


noon destroyed a four-story building on 
Middle street, occupied by Rowley & 
Brock, manufacturer) of hate, caps and 
helmets, and government contractor* for 
military headgear. Six persons lost their 
lives by being burned to death, and thir- 
teen were severely injured. The premises 
occupied a frontage of thirty feet on 
Middle street; the same on Clothier, and 
thence extended fifty feet to Newberry 
street, where was the employe* entrance. 
The fire started in the workshop on th* 
upper floor at 1 o'clock. At the time 
there were thirty persons in the building; 
Within two mi mtes from the time the 
fire was discovered the building was 
wrapped in fliii.c-' «liich spread *o rap- 
Idly that the employes found every ave- 
nue of escape except tne windows shut 
off. 
Throuuh these a number of them 


jumped to tlic street. Five of the women 
emploje.l bv the firm were killed iu try- 
ing to effect aii esc 'tie In this manner.

He 
wa* handsome and accomplished and 
easily won Lady Blanche's love while in 
Btructing her m music.

A REPRIEVE CERTAIN 


and Dunham's ease Present- 
ed to the Governor, 


NEW «NU IMPORTANT EVIDENCE. 


Judge Vail and Pro«eout'cg,\ttorner Htoks 


Join with the Defense In Aibtaf; for » 
Reprieve Till After the February Term-.- 
M any Affidavits Doing to Sbow That the 
Two Meu are Inoooent—SobBtunce of the 
Pothtlun—Knots Coming Out Every Daj-- 
Decision WlililielU. 
The case of Albert Dunham and Calvin 


Holden, tried at Monticello and sentenced 
to deatb, bas excited much interest in D«- 
catur. Owing to various sensational fea- 
tures it has been the absorbing topic in 
Platt county, where public sentiment has 
almost, up to the present time1, been against 
the two men. Now evidence has come to 
light, which Is not yet known publicly, that 
must produce an entire change of feeling, 
and cannot help but secure for them » re- 
prieve until after the February term of 
court at Monticello. It is almost certain 
that the execution set for next Friday, wil 
not take place. It looks now as if it could 
never take place. 


New facts in the favor of Holden and 


Dunham, have been comlug to light every 
day for the last week. Since the new evl 
dence was discovered, the greatest exertions 
hare been made by G. F. Mansfield, attor 
ney for the defense, to get the facts before 
the governor in time foi a reprieve, that he 
might save the life of flolden and Dunham 
Miss Polly Vail has been working day am 
night to transcribe the evidence. She dii 
not get it finished until Sunday, a shor 
time before it was delivered to Attorney 
Mansfield at the train here on his way 
Springfield. 


Mr. Mansfield was accompanied by States 


Attorney Hicks. They went before the 
governor yesterday, and Mr. Mansfield pre- 
sented a petition for a reprieve. It. wasac 
companied by affidavits of various persons 


THE PETITION 


recited a history of the case from the time 
of the arrest to the end of the trial. 
Each 


petitioner asserted his Innocence and se 
forth that his pecuniary condition prevented 
him from tendering to the court a bill of ex 
ceptions. it has only been by money con 
tributed by the public since the new evl 
deuce came to light that a copy of the re 
cord of the trial has been procured for pre- 
sentation to the governor. The petitioners 
asked in the light of the new evidence, in 
view of the fact that they had no money tr 
ferret out the guilty parties, and in the 
name of common justice and humanity 
that the governor grant a reprieve till nex 
March. 


THE GOVERNOR 


gave the closest attention to what the at 
torneys said. 
He discussed the case In al 


most every phase, and all lit' said showei 
that 
he 
was 
interested 
iu 
the 


case ami would give it hia most careful con 
sideration. He said he would look over the 
affidavits at the eailiest possible momen 
and let those interested in the case know 
what his decision will be. 


Mr. Mansfield presented the case for the 


defense. States Attorney Ilicks was pres 
ent of his own account to ask that the re- 
prieve be granted, lie said the people 
would lose no rights by doing so and tha 
this was a matter which should be more 
fully Investigated at the next term of court. 


A letter from Judge Vail was also pre- 


sented. 
He said no harm could be done by 


granting the reprieve and he recommendec 
it. The new evidence should be Investlga 
ted. Nobody (wants innocent men hung 
He

be hurried to their death. This is an un 
usual case. Whenever any action was to 
be taken asking for a commutation of the 
sentence or-» pardon.the judge and state's at 
toraey would submit to the governor othe 
matter, but now they could not oppose the 
granting of a reprieve. 


Amoug the several affidavits accompanlng 


the petition was one by Mis. Holden, in 
which she made the confession already 
printed here, and swore to It. Sheriff Miller 
made affidavit that from hei manner he be- 
lieved she swore to the truth. 


Another affidavit was by W. E. Lodge, 


member of the Piatt county bar, aud ownei 
of the farm that had been leased by the 
Holdens, and was afterwards rented to 
Harley Uussel. Mr. Lodge said he was 
well acquainted 
with 
both 
Kussel 


and 
the 
Holdens. 
During 
the 


fall 
of 
1889 
and 
the 
spring 


of 1890 he had had many conversations with 
Russel, growing out of the change of the 
tenancy from the Holdens to Kussel am 
that ID those conversations liussel had often 
used the word Cal and said Cat Holden, 
when Mr. Lodge knew he could not have 
meant Cai, and must have meant Ed. In 
short, Mr. Lodge stated at length and gave 
many instances proving that Hartey Bugsel 
knew Ed Holden as Cal, and Cal Holden as 
Ed. 


There was an affidavit by Mrs. Lodge go- 


ing to show that Russel had spoken to her 
about Cal Holdeu's doing what she posi- 
tively knew Cal could not have done, but 
that his brother Ed might have done. 


This evidence is all given at length In the 


affidavit. 
It is important betause Kussel 


in his dying statement said that Cal Holdeu 
was the man that shot him. These facta 
have only come to the attorney for the de- 
fense since the trial.

Mrs. Brady said Mrs. Holden talked as 


fast as the oonld, gradually getting louder 
and more wetted, ttllat the last she was 
almost frantic, raging around the room like 
one distracted almost with hate and malice. 
Mrs. Brady swore further that this Infor- 
mation was not given to the attorney for 
the defense till the 10th of October, when 
she told Mr. Mansfield. She didn't give It 
before, because she was afraid of Mrs, 
Holden and afraid to get Into court. Now 
that Mrs. Holden Is safe away, she does not 
fear (her, She w«s In court when tbe pris- 
oners were sentenced. She felt then that 
she must go op and tell Judge Vail, but her 
baby was asleep IB her arms, all the law- 
yers and officers were strange to her, and 
she feared to do so. She cried ail the way 
home though, and has felt that the lives of 
tbe two men might be resting on ber soul. 


An affidavit by Mm. Miller, wife ot the 


sheriff, speaks of the gentle and quiet eon- 
duct of Cal Holdeo while In Jail. He didn't 
manifest the least sign ot guilt. Once 
when the prisoners were making arrange- 
ments to break out, be told the sheriff. Ed 
was different. 
Mrs. Holden was different 


too, and at the mention of Russel's name, 
would get in a passion, ana rage around 
Mrs. MUler went to the depot to see the 
mother and son off to Jollet There Mrs.

Holden wss on the floor with 
bis panto on. While Cal and Dunham have 
been in jail'the sheriff has seen nothing to 
make him think they were guilty, but on 
the contrary. It was the other way in the 
case of Mrs. Holden and Ed. They had 
made many breaks that led him to think 
they were the guilty ones. 


Continuing, Mr. Miller said when Harley 


Kussel was shot, he might easily have been 
mistaken about its being Cal that shot him 
The two brothers are alike in many respects 
and it would not have been unlikely tha 
Harley sbould think It was Cal, when 1 
was In fact Ed. 
It has since been learned 


that Ed and his mother both made many 
threats against Kussel. Ed has always 
been a hard COM), quarrelsome and revenge- 
ful, 
while Cal has been quite different 


The sheriff further said there was no doubt 
but that Mrs. Holden and fid went to Jolle 
with the greatest relief. They were glad to 
get away from Monticello.

Item Which stated that the two condemned 
men In the Platt county jail were were get- 
ting nervous. This they deny In the letter 
below, which was written by one of the 
other prisoners In the jail, at the request ot 
the two men. They at first Intended to 
sign their names, bat concluded to send It 
as written by an Inmate of the jail: 


MONTICELLO, Oct. 13,1890. 


Editor Deoatur Barlow: 


DEAR SIB—In reply to the piece pub- 


lished in the Monticello Bulletin In regard 
to tbe two condemned man that the Bull- 
etui said were getting nervous as tbe time 
was getting short for toem to live comfort- 
ably, I will say It does not seem as though 
they are getting very nervous, when one of 
the Inmates of the jail (Samuel Bhoads) 
sat down in a chair and let Dunham shave 
him on Sunday, Oct. 13, 1800. This is 
since the Bulletin was printed. Also be 
shaved himself and another prisoner. The 
two boys are In good spirits and show no 
signs of nervousness -In the least They 
also still claim they are Innocent men and 
are prepared to dia I think the Bulletin 
had bettor visit the jail and see where he 
bas made his mistake. 1 think for my part 
the two condemned men have a better nerve 
than tbe editor. He has not been In the 
jail since the trial, how can he tell. The 
two men say the sheriff had better get a 
padlock for tbe Bulletin's mouth, as he 
seems to be worrying more about the scaf- 
fold than they are, and I think BO myself.
